MaBsillon, O., Sept. 8. — President 
Ratchford, of the miners’ organisation, 
started for Columbus laat night to at­ 
tend the convention today. He said he 
believed the miners would accept the 
65<cent rate and return to work. “The 
miners will meet the proposition like 
men,” he said, “and will be guided by 
their Judgment rather than their de­ 
sires. Our executive council was unani­ 
mous In Its recoimmendation, each mem­ 
ber—like myself—feeling that It was his 
duty to make known the actual condi­ 
tion and recommend according, to als 
judgment. .With this done the case rests 
in the hands of the miners, and If they 
see flt |o continue the strike, the re­ 
sponsibility of their failure will be theirs 
and not their officials’. 1 do not, how­ 
ever, anticipate any such continuance. 
The miners will accept and* resume 
work In a few days. It was plainly ap­ 
parent to' us that the operators would 
never pay $9 cents, the price demanded. 
It would be cheaper for them to can­ 
cel all contracts and keep their mines 
closed until the flrst of next year. Ni>w 
my advice to my fellow miners Is to ac­ 
cept the recommendation of their olll- 
cers. If they reject it they will .lave to 
fight It out to the end, and I fear the 
result* 


Batchford Doe* Soaio Figuring. 


The advance demanded by the miners' 
organisation Is 15 cents a ton. Tiie pro­ 
posed ccmipromise gives us 11 cents a 
ton, or 4 cents less than our demand. 
The gain to the Ohio miners alone, by 
multiplying the increase by the number 
of tons 
produced 
annually, 
would 
amount to 11,430,000. 
Add to this a 
proportionate advance to ail branches of 
labor around the mines and It will in­ 
crease the amount to nearly $t.000,000 
to be divided among 25,000 miners and 
mint laborers in this state alone. Carry 
this line of reasoning to the 
other 
states and it will be found that the 
total gains to the miners of those states 
will exceed $9,000,000, or in the neighbor­ 
hood of $75 or ISO per man. On Jan. 1 
another increase. In my Judgment, will 
take place, though I am unable to say 
what the amount may be.” 


ritUburg DIstnot Conrentlon. 


Pittsburg, Sept. S.—Ths convention of 
mine workers yesterday Co select dele­ 
gates to the Columbus convention today 
was one of the largest ever held, and 
probably has not been before equalled 
in exci^sment and importance. The fut­ 
ure of thousands of miners, their wives 
and children, depended on the action of 
the gathering. Although the rank and 
file of the delegates seemed imbued with 
the idea that the operators were ready 
to'throw up their hands and pay the 
69-cent rate demanded by the strikers. 
President Dolan, by excellent diplomacy, 
tact and perseverance, kept them so well 
within bounds that the delegates from 
this district will go to Columbus with 
instructions to use their discretion in the 
settlement of the difficulty. President 
Dolan was well aware of the fact that 
if the delegates went to the Columbui- 
convention instructed to hold out for the 
49-cent rate another strike more bitter 
than ever, with hunger and starvation 
for many, was imminent. 


Pittsburg May Indulge in Seveiuilon» 
Whether or not the entire battle will 
be fought ont is an open question, but it 
is l^nown that the basis for a permanent 
settlement In the Pittsburg district next 
December will be well defined and thor­ 
oughly understood today. If the issues 
are too finely drawn It is intimated that 
there will be a secession from the na­ 
tional organixation^by the Pittsburg dis­ 
trict. By many'this move seems prob­ 
able. Dolan has the sympathy and sup­ 
port of the majority of miners here, and 
if he succeeds in rallying the miners of 
other states to his cause as well as he 
has succeeded at home, he will have won 
a great battle. 
Dolan will use every 
endeavor to bring the convention into 
line for the acceptance of the compro­ 
mise rate, and knows he has a task con­ 
fronting him. _____' 


GLAD TO RETURN TO WORK. 


Some Who Were Forced Ont, However, 
itoem To Be In a Pitiable Condition. 


Pittsburg. Sept. 8.—Testerday morn­ 
ing was the time set for the second 
presentation in court of the petition of 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
company praying the court to issue an 
attachment for contempt against P at' 
rick Dolan and other miners’ officials. 
The attorneys for the prosecution failed 
to appear and the hearing was post­ 
poned. The attorneys say the proceed­ 
ings have not been dropped, but when 
the petition will be presented they could 
not say. The striking miners who were 
encamped at Irwin left for their homes 
yesterday and abandoned their camp 
The strikers aaid they were satisfied 
to take 65 cents, and will go to work 
All the men of the Westmoreland and 
Penn Gas Coal company were at work 
yesterday.

Settlement Made at Dubois, Pa.—Marchers 
Routed—Against 6 8 Cent. 


Dubois, Pa., Sept. 8.—A settlement of 
the miners* strike In this region was 
practically effected yesterday afternoon. 
The committee appointed at the conven­ 
tion last week to conduct all negotia­ 
tions looking toward a settlement met 
Général Manager Robinson here and an 
article of agreement was signed. The 
proposition made by Robinson will be 
submitted to the miners at the c o a i- 
pany’s various collieries at a meeting to 
be held today, and if acceptable work 
will be resumed at all mlnies on the 
9th. 
The agreement provides that a 
committee from the miners go to the 
Mttsburg region and elsewhere and get 
l*ully posted on prices for machine n.ln- 
ing and other labor and the company 
will pay the highest proportionate scale 
paid In any competitive region. 
Re­ 
sumption means employment fsr 6,000 
miners and 1,000 railroad men. 


Haselton, Pa., Sept. 8.—Sheriff Martin, 
of Luseme county, with a number of 
deputies yesterday routed about fifty 
strikers who were planning a descent 
upon the workmen at Cranberry col­ 
liery. 
The strikers In the meantime 
formed In line ready to march, but Or­ 
ganiser John Fahey stopped them and 
road the sheriflf’s proclamation prohibit­ 
ing such a demonstration. After argu­ 
ing with the men for some tims he 
l^rsuadeil them to return to their 
homes. The strikers In the afternoon 
stole a march on the deputies and 
drove the workmen away froih the Lat- 
tlmer and Erbervale collieries. When 
the deputies arrived they chased the 
strikers Into camp, keeping up a run* 
ning fire. 


Massillon, O., Sept. S.—The Massillon 
listrict miners held a mass convention 
lere yesterday and appointed delegates 
to the natiorral convention representing 
2,100 miners.

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FAIRY TklE OF GOLD 


Detroit Man Claims the Reports from 
Michipicoten Are Good to 
DisbelievOi 


THE MINE PROBABLY SALTED. 


8 «v«ral CompaniM Sunk Larc* 
Fortun** Th«r« 8 «v«ral 
Y«ars Affo. 


De t r o it , Sept. 8.--JohD W. John- 
Bton of this city is pouring cold water 
all over the reports that come from the 
northern sl^ore of Lake Superior re- 
urarding the finding of fabulous mines 
of gold in Michipicoten. Thirty years 
ago Mr. Johnston’s father spent a for* 
tune hunting for gold in that country. 
Speaking of the matter he said: 


‘‘I have already told how my father 
went to that region for 18 consecutive 
years, first for health and later in 
search of gold; how a company was 
formed here in 1866, with a capital of 
$30,000 to locate and buy mineral lands; 
how they spent 'ots of money around 
Lake Wa-Wanf, and Michipicoten bay; 
aLd how my father bought them out 
and continued digging holes and sink­ 
ing shafts until he died In ’72, after 
haying sunk at least 1500,000 of his own 
fortune, besides all the money raised 
in Detroit. He bad expert geologists 
at work, hired experienced miners 
from England, took up thousands of 
acres, and yet was unable to find gold 
silver, coppor, lead or other mineral 
deposits in paying quantities.” 


After giving a Tong list of the names 
of Detroit mefi interested in a mining 
company which wasted a fortune in 
that country, he continued: 


*‘Now, asi said before, this Detroit 
company'was not the only one during 
the craze over Michipicoten gold fields. 
Similar companies were formed in 
Montreal, Quebec and other towns. 
They took up all the land between the 
Soo and Mlcblpicotcn bay. 
Another 
big concern took up Micnipicoten is­ 
land. They spent thousands of dollars, 
had the same luck we did, and the land 
finally went back to the government. 


attended a tax sale m Toronto and 
saw the Montreal and Quebec com­ 
panies’ mines sold for taxes. The new 
purchasers went up there and spent 
more money, but failed. 1 attended an­ 
other sale of $2,400 in taxes due on 
Michipicoten island mines. Somebody 
paid it and dug the ground all over 
again, with the usual result. 
AU the 
land finally went back to the govcrn- 
mcnt—the »ame land that another gen­ 
eration of gold hunters is now taking 
up. 


'‘There is plenty of capital in Miehi- 
picoten, but Instead of l^ing ree eop- 
ore, not worth the 
og. 
Iron is also abun­ 
dant. but poor grade. 
Gold and silver 
quart'/, is found, but not in paying 
quantities. 


**lt is said that people haye returned 
from that region with samplen of gold 
quart/, assaying $50 to $300 a ton, but 
1 don’t believe it. 1 hare tramped all 
that country over myself, and know 
what it fs. When such yarns are told 
I remember a sensation about the year 
1871, over the reported discovery of 
rich tin mines on Michipicoten bay. 
There was a rush of speculators from 
all over the state, just as there is now, 
and when they found the land had been 
^'salted” by men who took a boatload 
of tin ore up there and put it in a lot of 
holes dug for that purpose, they were 
mad enough to lynch the swindlers on 
the spot. 


‘‘During those years,” said Mr. 
Johnston, “railroads were built, mining 
towns sprang up, and it looked as if 
Michipicoten and Wa-Wang would be 
a great mining district—-another Eldo­ 
rado. But the excitement finally died 
out, the camps were abandoned, the 
railroad tracks pulled up, the gold- 
hunters sneaked home and the land re­ 
verted to the Canadian government.”

Barristen' fees in England an a 
variable quantity. Aa viewed in a so­ 
licitor's bill of costs they look some­ 
what mysterious. A barrister's guinea 
($5.96) is always £1 8s. 6d ($5.87); 8 
guineas ($10.60) an invariably £9 7d. 
($11.76). and so ou. This is eiplained 
by the fact that he charges a supple­ 
mentary fee for his clerk at the rate of 
9s. 6d. (69 cents) for every guinea he 
earns. No fee is leas than a guinea. An 
unwritten law, dating from the time 
when the guinea was a coin of tbe 
nalm, decrees that barristen must not 
accept silver. One transgression of this 
role is recorded. A somewhat impecuni­ 
ous member of the profession accepted 
a few shillings as payment from a poor 
client. He was promptly called before 
the benchers of the inn to explain- His 
plea was that if he did not take gold he 
at least took all the man had got, 
whereupon he was at once honorably 
acquitted. It was impossible to cavil a| 
such a worthy upholding of all tbe tra 
ditions of tbe profession. Like physi 
cians, barristers cannot recover their 
dues at Jaw. The fee is supposed to be 
au' '*honorarium" which was not ex 
pected. There is a quaint survival of 
the alleged sensitiveness of barristers 
about fees. In their gowns may still be 
noticed a sort of Jong, narrow pocket 
arrangement, hanging down at the 
back of the left shoulder 
Its occupa< 
tion ia gone now, but in the old time it 
was the reoc^nlMd receptacle for the 
guineaa which wen auppoae4 to be 
dropped in anmptitiouily by tha client.

France will require 
about €0,000,000 buahels to meet the de­ 
ficiency in that country. Consul Heenan 
at Odessa has made quite an extensive 
report to the state department concern­ 
ing tht falturt of tlie cropa In Russia. In 
many dlatrlcta It haa been the wetteai 
season ever known, and grain haa been 
destroyed by both rain and hall. Much 
of the grain was not worth the expenae 
of binding. TIm wheat received at 
Odessa is of a very Inferior quality. The 
report predicts tiiat little wheat will be 
exported from Russia during the seaaon 
of I8f7-I, aa there la little available for 
that purpose, ths old stoolc being prac­ 
tically exhauated. and the new crop lit­ 
tle more than sufficient for the home de­ 
mand.

Count Okuma proposes that the 
king of the Belgians shall be umpire, and 
makaa the following condition precedent 
to arbitration at all: “It Is due to frank­ 
ness that I should • • • state that, 
for reasons fully set forth In another in­ 
struction, the Imperial government can­ 
not consent that the question of the 
bona fides of the possession of $50 by

to formulate. But unfortunately there 
Is nothing either in the notes under ac­ 
knowledgment or In the more recently 
developed facts of the case tending to 
place the acts complained of in a more 
favorable light.

**ln my instruction of the 12th of June 
I expreseed the firm conviction that the 
acts of expulsion w'ere In violation of 
treaty stipulations; were without war­ 
rant or due process of law. and in disre­ 
gard of the remedial rights of the ex­ 
pelled Immigrants: and also that those 
immigrants had been restrained of their 
liberty. 
That instruction has not yet 
been answered, and unless it can be 
shown that the conviction

vanced was erroneous I shall not be able 
to admit that any word having a less 
precise meaning than ‘•arbitrary" would 
accurately describe the nature of the 
proceedings complained of.

The Hawaiian government. Count 
Okuma goes on to say, has persisted in 
shifting the issue concerning the r:-n 
sons assigned for refusing to allow the 
Immigrants to land. On this account 
should not now occasion any surprls«^ 
he believes, if the Japanese government 
declines to discuss the question w'hether 
the possession by each free immtsiant 
of $50 was bena fide or not. “Tho' im 
perlal government,” he observes, "main 
tain that In the present case i>os3ejsion 
was prima facie evidence of ownership. 
The Hawaiian government has frankly 
and unequivocally admitted that each 
of the rejected free immigrants was 
actually in possession of $50. ami has 
moreover declared that under the Ha­ 
waiian law. "possession” is synonymous 
with ‘ownership.’ Consequently the im­ 
perial government deny that it was at
